T o you, who are well acquainted with the 
excellent qualities of Lieut. Gen. Sir

His fall has deprived me of a valua- 
ble fi iend, to whom long experience of his 
worth had fincerely attached me. 
But it is 
chiefly on public grounds that I mud lament 
the blow.

I lament to fay, that foon after the fevere 
wound which deprived the army of your (cr- 
vices, Lieutenant-General Sir John M oore, 
w ho had juft d uetted the mort able difpofi 
tion, fell 
by 
a cannon (hot. 
T h e troop*. 
th o ’ not unacquainted with the irreparable lofi 
they had fuftnned, were not difmayed,bot by 
the mort determined bravery not only repell­ 
ed every -attempt 
of 
the 
enemy 
to gain 
ground, but attuiMy forced him to retire, al. 
though he had brought up frefh troop* 
in, 
fupport of thofe originally engaged. 
I he enemy, finding hitnfelf foiled in every 
attempt to force the right of the portion, 
endeavoured by numbers to turn it.— A j u ­ 
dicious sod well-timed movement, which was 
made by M ajor-General P ip e t with the re- 
ferve, which corps had moved out of canton- 
ments to fupport the right of the army. by a 
vigorous attack, defeated this intention.— 
T h e M ajor General having puttied forward 
the 95th (rifle corp*) and if! battalion 
' i i 
regiments, drove the enemy before him, and 
in his rapid and judicious advance threatened 
the left of tile enem y’s portion. 
T h i s cir- 
Cis atli anc*, with the portion of Lieutenant- 
General Frafer’a dtt-fic p, (calculated to give 
Hill further f e c u r i y rn the right of the line) 
induced the enemy to relax bi* efforts io that 
quarter* 
T h e y were, however, mere forcibly d u e t t ­ 


ed towards the centre, where they were again 
fuccefifully refitted by the B ugade under 
M a jor.General M an n in gham , 
forming the 
left of your divifion, and a part of that under 
M a jo r General Leith, forming the right of 
the divifion under my orders— 
— Upon the 
left, the enemy at firft contented himfelf 
with an attack upon our piquet!, winch how- 
ever 
in general maintained 
their ground. 
Finding however his efforts unavailing on 
the right and centre, he feemed determined 
to render the attack upon the left more fen- 
ous, and had fucceeded in obtaining pofleffion 
of the village through which the great road 
to Madrid p-ffVs, and which was ii to ated in 
front o f that part of the line. 
From this poll 
however, he was foon expelled, with conlider- 
able lofs, by a gallant attack of Tome compa­ 
nies o f the i i battalion 14th regiment, under 
Lie utenant Colonel Nicholls / befoie five in 
the evening, we had not only fuccefsfully re­ 
pelled every attack made upon the pofition, 
but had gained ground in almoft all points, 
and occupied a more forward line, than at 
the commencement o f the attion, whilft the 
enemy confined his operations to a cannonade 
and the fire of his light troops, with a view to 
draw off other corps. A t fix the firing entirely 
ceafed.— T h e different 
brigades 
were re- 
1 IT-rn bled on the ground they occupied in the 
morning, and the piquets and advanced putti 
refumed their or g.nal nations. 
Notwithftandiug the decided and marked 
fuperiortiy which at this moment the gallan t­ 
ry o f the troops had given them 
over an e- 
nemy, who, from his n u m b e r s and the c o m ­ 
manding advantages of his pofition, no doubt 
expetted an eafy vtttoiy. I did not, on re­ 
viewing all circumftict.es, conceive that I 
(Ii mid be warranted in departing from what 
I knew was the fixed and previous determina­ 
tion o f the late Commander of the forces to 
withdraw 
the army on the evening of the 
16th for the purpofe o f embarkation, the pre­ 
vious arrangements for which 
had already 
been made by his order, and were in fatt far 
advanced at the commencement of the attion. 
T h e troops quilted their pofition shout ten 
at night with a degree o f order that did them 
credit. 
T h e whole of the artillery that re- 
mainedunembarked. having been withdrawn,* 
the troops followed in the order p r e f e r r e d , 
and marched to their refpettive point of e m ­ 
barkation in the town and neighborhood of 
Corunna— T h e piquet! remained 
at 
their 
pods until five on 
the morning of the 1 7th , 
when they were alfo withdrawn with ftmilar 
orders, and without the enemy having difco- 
vered the movement.

B y the unremitted exertion o f Captains 
the H o n . H . Curson, Coffelin, Boyd, Rainier, 
Serfett, Haw kins, D igby, Carden , and M a c ­ 
kenzie, of the Royal N a v y , w h o , in purfu- 
ance o f the orders o f R ea r-A d m ira l de Courcy 
were entrufted with the fervice of em barking 
the army ; and in confequence of the ar­ 
rangements rosde by Commiffioner Bowen, 
Captains Bowen and Shepherd, and the other 
agents for tranfports, the whole o f the army 
was embarked with an expedition which hat 
been feldom equalled. 
W i t h the exception 
o f the brigades under M ajor-Generals H ill 
and Beresford, which were deftined to remain 
on ftiore, until the movements o f the enemy 
fhould become manifeft, the whole was a d o n 
before day light. 
T h e brigade of M ajor General Beresford, 
which was alternately to form our re arg ua rd, 
occupied the land froat of the town of Corun­ 
na ; that under M ajor-General Hill was Ila- 
Honed in refeive on the promontory in the 
rear o f the town. 
T h e enemy puttied his light troops towards 
the town foon after eight o ’clock in the 
morning o f the 1 7 th , and (hortty after o c c u ­ 
pied the heights of St. L ucia, which c o m ­ 
manded the harbour. 
B ut notwithftandmg 
this circumftance, and the manifold d e f ' t t i 
of the place ; there being no apprebenuon 
that the r e a r g u a r d could be forced, and the 
difpofition of the Spaniards appearing to be 
g ood, the embarkation 
of 
M»jor*General 
Hill's brigade 
was commenced 
and c o m ­ 
pleted by three in the afterrnoon ; M ajo r. 
General Beresford, with that zeal and ability 
which is fo well known to 
yourfelf and the 
whole army, having fully explained, to the 
fatisfattioo of the 
Spanifh Governor, the 
nature o f our movement, and having made 
every previous arrangement, withdrew his 
corps from the land front o f the town foon 
after dark, and was, with all the wounded 
that had not been previoufly 
moved, em ­ 
barked before one this morning. 


Circumftances forbid us to indulge the

fuperior numbers, and advantageous 
pofitions o f the enemy, not lefs than the 
attual fit u n i o n of this army, did not admit of 
any advantage being reaped from fuccefs.

mutt be however to you, to the army, and 
to our co untry, the Tweeted reff-ttioa. that 
the luftre of the Bntifh arms has te rn main­ 
tained atniift many difadvantageous circnm- 
(tances.

Y o u are well aware with what diligence 
this fyftem has been purfued. 
T h e f c circumftances produced the necef- 
fity of rapid and harrafting marches, which

Notwhttanding all 
thefe difadvan- 
tages, and thofe more immediately attached 
to adefenfive pofition, which the imperious 
necefTity of covering the harbor of Corunna 
for a time had rendered indifpenfable to af- 
fume, the native and undaunted valor o f the 
Britifh troops was Aever more confpicuous, 
and mutt have exceeded what even your own 
experience o f that invaluable quality, fo in­ 
herent in them, may have taught you to ex 
pctt. 
W h e n every one who had an oppor­ 
tunity feehied to vie improving it* it is dif-

particular inftances for your approbation.— 
T h e corps chiefly engaged were the brigades

T o thrfe officers and the troops under their 
immediate orders, the greateft praife is due. 
M ajor-General Hill, and Col. Gatlin

T h e brunt o f the attion fell upon the 4th, 
42d, 50th, and 81ft regiments, with part of 
the brigade o f guards, and the 26th regiment. 
— From Lieutenant-Colonel M u r r a y , Qoar- 
M aller General, and the officers o f the G e n e ­ 
ral Staff, I received the mod marked affift- 
ance. 
I bad reafon to regret, that the illnefs 
o f Brigadier General Clinton, A d ju t a n t - G e ­ 
neral, deprived me of his aid. 
I was indebt­ 
ed to Brigadier-General Slade during the ac­ 
tion, tor a zealous offer of his pcrfonal fer­ 
vice, although the cavalry were embarked. 
T h e greater part of the fleet having gone 
to Tea yefterday evening, the whole being un- 
der weigh, and the corps in toe embarkation 
neceffartly much mixed on board, it is im- 
polfible at prefent to lay before you a return 
of our cafualties. 
I hope the loft iii numbers 
is not fo confiderable as might h iv e been e x ­ 
petted. 
If I w i s obliged to form 
an efli- 
mate I fhould fay, that it did not exceed 
in 
killed and wounded from feven to eight 
hundred ; that of the enemy mult remain un- 
kow n, but many circumftances induce me to 
rate it at nearly doublethe above number. W e 
have Tome prisoners, but I have not been able 
to obtain an account o f the number / it ii 
not, however, coofiderable.

T o you, who are well acquainted with the 
excellent qualities of Lieut. Gen. Sir John 
Moore, I need not expatiate on the lofs the 
army aud his country have fullained by hit 
death. 
H i t fall has deprived me of a valua­ 
ble fiiend, to whom long experience uf his 
worth had fincerely attached me. 
But it is 
chiefly on public grounds that I mutt lament 
the blow. 
It will 
be the c o n v e c t i o n of 
every one who loved or refpetted his manly 
charstter, that, after co ndutting the A r m y 
through an arduous retreat with con (oui rn ate 
firmneli he has terminated a career o f dif- 
tinguifhed honor by a death that 
has given 
the enemy additional reafon to refpett the 
name of a Britifh foldier. 
Like the Im m or­ 
tal W o l f e he it fnatched from his country at 
an early period of a life fpent in lier fervice / 
like W o l f e his lift moments were gilded by 
the profpett of fuccefs, and chewed by the 
acclamations of vittory f like W o l f e 
alfo, 
his memory will forever remain Tiered in that 
country which he fincerely loved, and which 
lie had fo faithfully ferved. 
It remains for me only to exprefs my hope, 
that you will (needily be recured to the fer­ 
vice of your country, and to lament the un­ 
fortunate circumflancr 
that 
removed you 
from your fituation in the field, andthrew the 
momentary command into far lefs able bandi.
